Continued Prosecution Application 

2. The request filed on 7/12/06 for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) 
under 37 CFR 1 .53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/002747 is acceptable and a 
CPA has been established. An action on the CPA follows. 

Claim Objections 

3. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 ,126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claim llhas been renumbered 12. 

Claims 1 1-20 has been renumbered as 12-21 respectively. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claim 11 (12) is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 1(12) 'the first information signal" lack clear antecedent basis. 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 12-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

8. In claim 11(12) the particular limitation "wherein the first pseudo noise code 
of the first codebook corresponds to the value of the first information signal" does 
not have support in the specification as originally filed, (see specification page 3, lines 
6-9; and page 7, lines 3-14) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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10. Claims 1,3,5-6.8,10-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hasegawa (5,432,814). 

Hasegawa discloses storing a table of orthogonal pseudo noise codes (PN1- 
PNK); assigning the first code to the first user; and spreading the first information signal 
for the first user with the first pseudo noise code contained in the first codebook. (see 
figs. 1 and 2) 

Hasegawa differs from the claimed invention in that he does not teach 
partitioning the PN codes into first and second codebook as clamed in the present 
invention. However, partitioning or grouping a large number of orthogonal spreading 
codes into a plurality of small codebooks or groups for variety of reasons is well know in 
a communication art. (See for example (US 6,424,618) and (US 6,108,369)), Thus, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to portioning the plurality of the PN codes into a group of (ex. PN1-PN3, as one 
group and PN4-PNK, as another group). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 2,4,7 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

12. This is a continuation of applicant's earlier Application No. 09/002747. All claims 
are drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been 
finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had 
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been entered in the earlier application. Accordingly. THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL 
even though it is a first action in this case. See MPEP § 706.07(b). Applicant is 
reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 CFR 1.136(a).
